to be affronted, by being told, T hey would make Us a great and a glorious King, 
whileſt they uſed all poſtible skill to reduce Ls to-extreame want and tndigency, 
and that T hey won!d make Us to be loved at home and feared abroad, while{t they en- 
devoured, by all pcfſible wayes, to render Us odions to Our good Subjedts, and 
contemptible to all forreigne Princes ; but, like Ronnd-dealing men, tell Us in 
Plaine Engliſh, that they havedone Us no wrong, becanſe We are not capable

vited them to any ſuch expence of time, by beginning Arguments of that nature? 
Their Leiſure, vr their Inclination is not as they pretend : And what is their 
Printing and Publiſhing their Petitions to Us, their Declarations and Remon- 
ſtrances of Us, their odious Votes, and Reſolutions, ſometimes of one,ſome- 
times of both Houſes, againit Us ( neverin this manner communicated before 
this Parliament ) butan Appeale to the People? And, in Gods Name, lIetthem -. 
judpe of the Perſons they have truſted, _ | | 
Their firk QuarcUll is ( asit is alwayes, to let them into their franke Ex- 
preſſions of Us and Our Ations) againlt the Malignant Party, whom they are 
pleaſed {till tocall, and never to prove, to be Our evill Counſelors ; but in- 
deed, nothing is more evident by their whole Proceedings, then that by the - 
Malignant Party, they intend all the Members of both Houſes, who agree not 
with them in their Opinion (hence have come their diſtin&ion of good and 
 -badLords, of Perſons ill affe&ecd of the Houſe of Commons, who have been 
proſcribed, and their Names Lilted and read in Tumults) and all the Perſons 
of the Kingdome; who approve not of their Aftions ; So that if, in truth,they 
would be ingenuous, and name the Perſons they intend, who would bethe 
Men ( upon whom that Imputation of Malignity would be caft but they, 
who have ſtood'ftoutly, and iImmutably for the Religion, rhe Liberties, the 
Lawes, for a!l Publike Interelts ( ſo long as there was any to be ſtood for ) 
they, who have alwayes beene, and are as zealous Profeſſors, and ( ſome of 
them ) as able and carneſt Defendors of the Proteliant DoErine againſt the 
Courch of Rome, as any'are; who have often and earneſtly beſought Us to 
conſent, that no Indifferent and unnecery Ceremony might beprefled wp» 
on weake and tender Conſciences, and that Wewould agree to a Bill for that 
purpoſe; they, towhole Wildome, Courage, and Counlell, the Kingdome 
. owethasmuch , as itcan 'to SubjeAs; and upon whole unblemiſhed Lives, 
Envy it ſelfe can lay no! Imputation, nor endeyoured to lay any, untill their 
Vertues broughtthem to Our Knowledge and Favour. - Let the Contrivers of 
this Declaration be faithfull to. themitlves, and conſider all thoſe Perſons *of

Ourcomming from Londoz ( where We, and many, 
whoſe Aﬀe&ions to Usarevery eminent; were in danger every day to be torne 
in pieces ) to Torks, where We, and all (uch who will put themſelves under 
Our prote&ion, may live ( Wethanke God, and the loyalty and affe&ion of 
this good people) very ſecurely ; Qur _ot ſubmitting Our Selfe abſoJutely(and 
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renoumncing Our owne Underſtanding) to the Votes and Reſolutions of the 
-Contrivers of that Declaration, when they tell Us, They are above Us, and 
may (by Our owne Authority ) doe with Us what they pleaſe; and Our 
not being contented, that all Our good Subje&ts Lives and Fortunes ſhall be 
diſpoſed of by their Votes, but by the knowne Law oftheLand : This isthe 
'Evill Counſell given and taken: And will not all Men beleeve there needs much 
power and skill (of the Malignant Party) to intule this Countell into Us? And 
now apply the Argument, the Contrivers of that Declaration makes for them- 
ſelves: ls it-probable, or poilible, that ſuch Men whom We have mentioned 
-({ who mult have ſo great a ſhare in the miſery ) ſhould take ſuch paines in the 
procuring thereof, and fpend ſo much time, and runne fo.many hazards, to 
make themſelves Slaves, and to ruine the. Freedome of this Nation ? We fay; 
with acleare and upright Conſcience to God Almighty, - Whoſoever harbours 
rhe leaſt thought in his brealit of ruining or violating the publike Liberty or 
Religion of this Kingdome, or the jut Freedome and Priviledge of Parlia- 
ment, let him be accuried ; and he fhall be no Counſellour of Ours that will 
not ſay, Amen, For the Contrivers of that Declaration, . We nave not laid any 
thing which might imply any inclination in them to bee Slaves; Thar 
which We have charged them, is with invading the publike Liberty, and . 
Our Preſumption may be very itrong and vehemenr,that (though they have no 
minde to be Slaves )they are not unwilling to be Tyrants : ( Whatis Tyranny, 
but to admitno Rule to governeby; but their owne Wils? ) And We know the 
miſery of eFethens was at the highelt, when it ſuffered under the thirty Tyrants. 
If chat Declaration had told Us (as indeed ir might, and as in Juitice it ought 
to have done) thar the Preiidents of any of Our Anceſtors did tall ſhort and 
much below what hath beenedone by Us this Parliament, in point of Grace and 
Favour to Qur People, Wethould no otherwiſe have wondred at it, then at 
ſach atruth, in ſuch a place : Bur when ( to jultifietheir having done more 
then ever their Predeceſſors did) it te!s Our good Sabjetts (as mott injurioully, 
.mott inſolently ic doth ) T hat the bigheſt and moſt unwarrantable. Preſidents of any 
of Onr Predeceſſors doe fall ſhort, and much below what hath beene done to them this Par- 
tiament by Vs, We mult conftetſe Our Selfe amazed, and not able to underſtand 
them: And We muttrel] thoſe ungratetuly Men ( who dare tell their King, 
"That they may, without want of Modeity and Daty, depoſethim) that the 
condition of Our Subjz&s,when (by whatſoever Accidents and Conjunftures 
 oftime) it was, at worit,und?r Qur power,unto which(by no default of Qurs) 
they {hall be ever againe reduced, was,by'many degrees, more pleatant and happy, 
then that to which. thzir furious pretence of reformation hath brought thenz. 
Neither are weatraid of the higheſt pre.:dents of other Parliaments, which theſe 
men boldly (Our good Subje&s will call it worle )tell Us, They might without 
want of Modeſty and Duty, make their Patterns: It Wehad no other fecurity 
azain!t thoſe Preſidents, but their Modetty and Duty, We were in a milcrable 

condition.,as all Perſons will be who depend npon them. ——_ wm 
That Deciaration will not allow Our Infterence,"'That by Avowing the A& 
of Sir fohn Hotham, they doe deſtroy the Title and Intereft of alt. Our Subjefts to 
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their Lands and Goods;bnt confeſſeth, if they were fonnd guilty of. that Charge, 
it were indeed a very great Crime. And doe they not in this Declaration, admic 
themſelves guilty ot this very CrimeSDoe rhgy not ſay, Who doubts but that g 
Parliament may diſpoſe of any thing, wherein We or Our $uvjecis bave a Right in ſuch a 
way, as that the Kingdome may not be in danger thereby?\ Doe they notthen call them- 
ſelves This Parliament, and challenge this Power without Our Conſent ? Doe 
they notextend this Power to all Caſes,where the necellity,or the common good 
of the Kingdomeis concerned ; And doe they not arrogate unto. theniſelves a- 
lone thejadgement of this Danger, this Necellity , this Common good of the 
Kingdome? What is, if this be not to unſettle the Security of all Mens Eitatcs, 
and to expoſe them toan Arbitrary, Power of: their owne ? If a Faftion {hall at 
any time,by Cunning, or force, or Abſence, or Accident, prevaile over .a major 
part ofboth Houſes, and pretend that they are Evill Counicllors, a, ſalignant 
Party about the King, by whom the Liberty and Religion of the Kin 2dome are 
both in danger ; This they may doe : they have done it. Then they may take a- 
way (beit from the King or People} whatſoever they, in their judvements, ſhall 
thinkefic: This is lawtull, they have declared it ſo. Let theworldjudge,whether 
We charge them unjulily, and whether rhey are not guilty of the Crime, whicl: 
themſelves confefſe (being proved) is a great one,and how ſafely Wemight con:- 
mit the Power, thele people deſire,into their hands, who, in all probabilicy”. 
would beno ſooner rolleſſed of it, then they wouldgrevive that Tragedy witict 
Maſter Hooker relates of the Anabaptiils in Germany, who talking of noting but 
Faith, and of the true feare of God, and that Riches and Honcur were yauity;at 
firſt, apon the great Opinion of their Humility, Zeale, and [evotion, procured 
much Reverence and Eſtimation with thepebple : After, finding how many per= 
ſons they had enſnared with their Hyp ocrifie,they beganne to propoſe to theme 
ſ:}ves, to reforme both the Eccleiiaſticali and Civill Covernment of rhe State; 
Then, becauſe, poflibly, they might meet with ſome Oppotition , they ſecretly 
entred into a Leagne of Aflocjation ; and (hortly after (finding the pager they 
had gotren with the credulous people) enriched themſelves with all kind of 
ſpoyle and pillage, and juilifed ic upon Our Saviours promiſe, T he meeke ſha!l 
mnberit the exrth ; and declared their Title was the ſame which the righteons Iira- 
elites had unto the goods of the wicked Egyptians : This Story is worth the 
reading at large, and needs no Application. 4 
\ Bur Wemultby no meanes ſay, That We have the fame Title to Our Towne 
of Hul!, and the Ammunitition there, as any of our Subjefts have to their Lands 
or Money, That's A Principle that pruls 9 the Foundation of the Liberty and Property of 
every Subject : Why, pray? Becauſe the Kings Property in-His Townes , and in Hig 
Goods, bought with the publike Money (as they conceive Our Magazine at Hr! was.) 
75 inconſiſtent with the Subjects Property Þn their Lands, Gouds, and Libertie: Doethelc 

- men thinke, That as they aſſumea powerof declaring Law(and whatſoever con- 
tradi&s that Declaration, breakes their Priviledges) ſo that they have a power of 
declaring Senſe & Reaſon, &impoling Logick and Syllogiſmes on the Schooles, 
as well as Law uponthe People? doth not all "mankind know, That ſeverall 
'men may have ſeverall Rights and Intereſts in the ſelte ſame Houte & Land, and

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yet neicher deſtroy the other? Is not the Intereſt ofthe Lord Pareamontconliltent 
' with that of the Meſme Lord, and his with that of the Tenant, and yer their 
Properties and Intereſts not at all confeulffied? And why may not We then have 
a full lawfull Intereſt and Property in Our Towne of Hwl, and yer Our Subje&s 
have a Property in their Houles too ? But We carmot fellor give away at Our plea- 
frre Orr T ownes and Forts, as a private man may dove his Land or Goods: What then? 
Many men have no authority to Let or fer their Leaſes, or ſell their Land; have 
they therefore no Title to them, orIntereſt in them? May they be taken from 
them, becauſe they cannot ſell them ? The purpoſe of Our Journey to Hwll,was, 
neither to ſell it, or give it away. | 
But for the Magazine, the Munition there, that We bought with Our owne 
Money ; Wemight lurely haveſold that, lent, or givenic away, No; We bought 
it with the publike Money; and the proof IS, They concerve it ſo; and upon this con- 
ceit have Voted, Thar it ſhall betaken from Us ; Excellent Juſtice | Suppoſe Wee 
| had keptthis Money by Us, and not bought Arms with it, would they have ta- 
ken it from Us upon thatconceit? Nay, may they not whereſoever this Maney 
5s (for through how many hands ſoever it hath paſſed, it is the publike Money 
fill, if it ever were) ſeize it and take it from the Owners? But the Towns,Forts, 
Magazine, and Kingdome is intraſted to Us, and We are a Perſon truſted; We 
areſo,God and the Law hath rruſted Us;and We have taken an Oathto diſcharge 
that truſt for the good and fafety of Our people : What Oaths they have taken, 
We know not, unlefſe thoſe which, in this violence, they have manifeſtly, mali- 
cioully violated. May any thing be taken from a man, becauſe he is truſted with 
it? Nay, may the perſon himfelfetake away the thing he truſts when he will , 
and in what manner he will? TheLaw hath beene otherwiſe, and We beleeve 
will be ſo held, notwithſtanding their Declarations. eh 
But, This truſt ought to be managed by their advice, and the Kingdome hath truſted. 
them for tht purpoſs: Impoſſible ! That the fametruſt ſhould be irrevocably com- 
mitted to Us and Oar Heirs for ever, and the fametruit, and a power above that 
trut(for ſuch is the power they pretend) be committed to others : Did not the 
>eople that ſent them, looke npon them asa Body but Temporary , and dMfolu- 
ble atOur Pleaſure: And carit be belceved, that they intended them for Our 
Guardians and Controllers in the managing of that Truſt, which God and the 
I aw hath granted to Us and Our Poſterity for ever ? What the extent of their 
Commuſſion'and Truſt is, nothing can better teach them,then the Writ whereby 
they are met. Wecalled them (and without that call they could not have come 
together)to be onr Counſellors, not Commanders; (for however they frequently 
confound them, the Offices are ſeverall Jand Countellors,not in all things,bur in 
ſome things,De quibnſdzms arduis;&c,And they will calily find amongſt their Pre- 
ſidents,that Queene Elizabeth,(upon whoſe Time all Good Men looke with Re- 
verence ) cotnmitted one Vertworth, a Meniber of the Houſe of Commons to rhe 
Tower (fitting theHoaſe) butfor propoſing,that they might adviſethe Queen, 
m a-matter ſhe thought they had nothing to do ta medd} *n * But + are un 
/and are We the onely Perſon truſted ? And may they.do 1. _!ttheir own inclina- 
 rion and fury-leads them to ?: Were not they truſted by Us, when We furlt ſe 
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for them and were they nottruſted by Us,when We paſſed thent Our promiſe, 
That We would not difſolve them ? Can it be preſumed (and preſumpticns go 
farre with them) that We truſted them with a Power to deitroy Us, and to 
diſſolve Our Government andAuthority ? It the people might be allowed to: 
make an equitable conftraftion of the Lawes and Statutes (' a DoQrine avowed 
by them) would not all Qur good Subjelts ſweare, We never intended by 
that A& of continuance, that they ſhould do what they have fince done ? Were 
they not truſted by thoſe that have ſent them ? And were they truſted to alterth 
Government of Church and State, and to make themſelves perpetuall Di&ators 
over the King and People? Did they intend rhat the Law it felte ſhould be ſub- 
je& to their Votes,and that whatſoever they ſay ordo, ſhould be lawfull,becauſe 
they declare it ſo? The Oathes which they have taken,who ſent them, and with- 
out taking which, themſelves are not capable of their phace in Parliamient,makes 
the one uncapable of giving, and the other of receiving ſuch a truſt unlefſethey 
can perſwade Our good Subjects, That We are the one]y ſupreme Head and Go- 
vernour in all cauſes, and over all perſons, within Our Dominions ; and yet that 
they have a power over Us, to conſtraine Us to manage Our Trult, and govern 
Our Power , according to their diſcretion. : 

The contrivers of that D-claration tell Us,that they will never allow Us (an 
humble and dutifull Expreſſion) to be Judge of the Law, that belongs onely to 
them;they may and muit judgeand declare. We all know what Power the Pope, 
undef the. pretence of Interpreting Scriptures, and dzclaring Artic]ts of Faith 
(though he decline the making the one or the other) hath uſurped over mens 
conſciences ; and that under colour of having Power of Ordering all things for 
the good of mens Soules,he Entitles himſelt to all the Kingdomes of the world. 
Wee will not accuſethe framers of this Declaration ( how bold ſever they are 
with Us)that they incline to Popery ; of which another Maxime is, That Wee 
muſt ſubmit Our Reaſon and Underitanding (and the Scripture it Selfe) to that- 

Declaring power of his: Neither will we tell them(thoughthey have told Us ſo) 
that they nſe the very language of the Rebels of Trelana': and yet they ſay thoſe 
Rebels declare,that whatſcever they do, is forthe good ofthe King and King- 
dome: But Our good Subjects will cally put the caſe to themſelves, Whether, if 

the Papits in Ireland in truth were,or by Art or Accident had made themſelves: 
the major part ef both Houles of Parliament there, and had pretended the Truft 
(in that Declaration)from the Kingdome of Ire/azd, thereupon had Voted their 
Religion and Liberty to be in danger ofextirpation from a Malignant Party of 

Proteſtants,and Puritans; and therefore that they ſhould put themſelves into a 
Poſture of defence;That the Forts & 1:iltia-of that Kingdon: were to be put in- 
to the hands of ſuch perſons as they could contide in;That We were indeed truſt- 
ed with the Towns, Forts, Magazines, Treafures,Ofices,and People of the King- 
dome for the Good & Safety,& beſt advantage thereof: But as this truſt is for. the 
aſe of the Kingdome,ſo.it oaght to be managed by the advife of both: Houſes of 

Pacliamznt, whom the Kingdome had trafted for that parpoſe; it being their 
duty to ſee it diſcharged, according to- the Condition: and'tzue Intent thereok, 
and by all poſſible meanes to. prevent the contrary ; We ſay, Let all Our good! 
Subje&ts confider, Ifthat Rebellion had becne plotted with this Formality, and!

thoſe Circumſtances declaredto be legall(at leaſt according to the equitable ſenſe” 
of the Law and to be for the publike good, and juſtifiable by neceſſity (of which 
they were the'only Judges) W hether;though they might have thought their De- 
ligne the more cunning, they would belteye if the more juſtifiable? Nay, let the 
framers of this Declaration aske themſelves,it the Evill Counſellors, the Malig- 
nant Party,the Perſons Ili-affetted,the Popiſh Lords,and their adhercnts,theuld 
profe now,or hereatter tz bea Major part, of boch Houles(tor it hath becne de» 
clarcd a great part of both Houſes have beene {nch, and ſo might have beene «i.e 
greater ; nay,that the greater part of the Houſe of Peeres was ſuch (ard We have

ſoon as ſo many of the ditenting Peeres were driven away (after their names had 
beene required at'the Barre, contrary to the Freedome and Foundation ot Par- 
liare 18 )that the other Opinion prevailed? Doth the Lite and Liberty 6f the: 
et jc depend upon ſuch accidents of dayes and houres, that it is impollible for 
him to know his rightin ejrher ?

thing never beard of till this day)*'An Oatir (Authority ehongh for them to 
breake a)! theirs)chat is,or ought t©betaken by the Kings of this Realme, which 
is, aswell ro remedy by Law, fuch inconveniences the Kingdome may ſuifer, 
as to keepe and pr ot=et the Laws already in-beeing : And the torme of this Oath 
(they ſay)appearesupon a Record there cited, and by a Clanſe in the Preamble 
of a Statute made in the tive andtwentieth-yeare of Edward the third. Ws 

Wee are not enough acquainted'with Records,/'to know whether that be ful- 

ly and ingenuoully cited, and when, and how, and why the' ſeverall Glanſes 
have beene inſerted, or taken out of the Oathes formerly adminittred to 'the 
Kings of this Realme, yet We cannot poſſibly imagine, the Aﬀertion that' Des 
claration makes, can be deduced from the Words, orthe Matter ofthat Oath, 
Forunlefſe'they have aipower of declaring Latine,as well as Law,ſure E legerit (ig- 
nifeth.þ.tb chojer, as well as, will chuſe, and that itfignificth ſo here ( befides the
